o learn a new language, to study an exotic culture, or to

David Letterman, whose show had trailed behind Carson for eleven 
years, wanted and expected Carson's old time slot and position. But 
Letterman was slighted when popular comedian Jay Leno was chosen to 
inherit "The Tonight Show." Within weeks, CBS had Letterman signed on 
for "The Late Show" going head-to-head with Leno. Meanwhile on the 
Fox network, Arsenio Hall maintained his appeal to a young audience. 
John Faltisco, a regular Arsenio viewer, said, "Jay Leno's guests are 
usually old bores. Arsenio's guests are more hip and interesting." 

So began the saga of the Late Night War. Leno with his never-ending 
wardrobe of double-breasted suits and Garth Brooks appearances attracted 
the typical family audience. O'Brien with his boyish looks and Harvard 
Lampoon humorat first disappointed, but eventually settled into the lonely 
12:35-1:35 a.m. niche. But the big winner of the Late Night Wars was 
David Letterman whose characteristic dry and slightly offbeat humor 
secured a larger viewing audience for CBS.

urs is a nation where the common man not only has a voice in the 

direction of his government, but also in its dealings and leader- 

ship. Virginia's gubernatorial election gave voters an opportu- 
nity to do this. 

The two candidates, Republican candidate George F. Allen and 
Democratic candidate Mary Sue Terry, battled throughout their cam- 
paigns to gain control of the governor's seat. At first the election seemed 
to be no contest with Democratic candidate Mary Sue Terry ahead in the 
polls by over 30 percentage points. However, as the campaign drew to 
a close, Allen developed a seven percentage point lead. 

The platforms upon which the candidates based their campaigns 
seemed to play a major factor in the final decision of voters. Terry 
promised better education in the schools and tougher gun control laws. 
Allen based his campaign on the abolishment of parole for criminals, 
making some welfare recipients work for their benefits, and the creation 
of 125,000 more jobs. 

The election may have made history in Virginia if the state elected 
its first female governor, but voter turnout was less than 1989's historical 
election which resulted in the nation's first elected Afro-American 
governor, Douglas Wilder. 

As the campaign came to a close, the candidates seemed to focus their 
attacks on one another rather than the issues. Nancy Spannus, an 
independent gubernatorial candidate, also made derogatory comments 
directed towards her opponents. 

The election proved to be a success for Republican candidate George 
Allen as he was elected Virginia's first Republican governor in over 12 
years.

Looking for the best high school students, 
each COLLEGE used the MAIL to its advantage 
in order to find prospective applicants 


or juniors and seniors, a trip to the mailbox meant not only the 

usual sweepstakes, bills, and coupons, but also daily letters and 

advertisements from colleges, universities, business schools, and 
beauty schools; each attempting to increase their pool of applicants. 

When filling out background information on any standardized test 
form, students could choose to receive information from these colleges or 
not. If they chose to, colleges across the United States were sent 
background information on the student. Most colleges then responded by 
sending introductory letters and brochures to interested prospects. 

For the majority of those receiving it, college junk mail served to 
provide information on colleges already being considered, or it informed 
the student about choices not previously considered. Cindy Strickland 
said, "I usually don't look at it very closely, but it is helpful because you 
can look at the colleges you like without having to send away for the 
information." 

Students also viewed the constant supply of junk mail in different 
ways. Some looked forward to receiving it just for the excitement of 
seeing their own name on the envelope. Other students, however, found 
the never ending supply of mail from every college imaginable to be tiring. 
Some reached the point at which if they had not heard of the college, the 
letter went straight into the trash can. Chris Bishop said, "It's okay because 
you can look at colleges you never thought of; if you don't like it, you can 
throw it away.” 

That slight chance of receiving a letter from an elite college kept 
students returning to the mailbox to check the latest arrivals. A select 
number of students received mail from the Ivy League, while the majority 
received the same form letters from local colleges. Stacey Winfield said, 
"T received a catalogue from Yale, but I didn't even look at it because they 
don't have my major." 

For those that saved the unceasing flow of college junk mail, boxes 
of letters throughout the house were the result. That one letter from the 
college of their choice proved to be worth the hassle of wrestling through 
the enormous amounts of college materials.

Lucas Creek Road with LION'S PAWS but face the consequences 
when police intervene and arrest those over eighteeen 


ince the school opened in 1970, it had been expected that a group of seniors would go out 

the week of the Denbigh football game and spray paint pawprints on Lucas Creek Road 

leading to Denbigh High School. What was to be just the carrying on of this long-standing 
tradition by a few school spirited students, however, turned into one of the biggest controversies 
of the year. 

In order to prevent future classes from attempting to carry on the tradition, the police decided 
to punish the "offenders" to the fullest extent. Those that were caught that Wednesday night were 
taken to the police station, and some were held overnight until bail was posted. The eighteen-year 
olds received the majority of the punishment because they were legally considered adults. 

One of the main issues was the fact that of the fifty or more people that were there, only fifteen 
were arrested. Many felt it was not fair that some students who only painted one pawprint were 
picked up, while those who painted graffiti got away. 

Another reason that the police came down so hard was the fact that graffiti was also painted on 
the road. There was three to five thousand dollars in damage to the road by students who used hard- 
to-remove street paint. 

Kate Breitbeil, who was not involved in the painting, said, "I don't think people would have 
minded the pawprinting as much if it wasn't for the graffiti that went along with it. The police 
almost had to do something as a result." 

The administration, despite pressure from police to suspend or expel those involved, stated that 
they would not take action against the students because the pawprinting did not occur on school 
property or during school hours.

For those students and faculty on a budget, the 
Village Theatre in Hilton offered an inexpensive 
night at the movies. The nostalgic Village, offering 
recently released movies at a reduced rate, served as 
a landmark in the Newport News Community. 
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In this day and age, as man becomes more and 
more advanced, it is his responsibility to take care 
of the earth that has always provided for him. One 
easy, helpful way that people have worked to help 
save the environment is recycling. Recycling was 
a significant way in which students could start 
accepting their responsibility to the environment. 

The SCA sponsored the Project Earth program 
for its third year. Project Earth was designed to aid 
in increasing the environmental awareness and 
recycling participation among the students of the 
school. The SCA's recycling program was assisted 
by the Science Club which helped in collecting 
recycled paper and emptying aluminum recycling 
receptacles. 

Still, only a few students realized the impact 
that recycling had on the environment. Most did 
not participate and even deterred the program by 
abusing the receptacles Those who did make it a 
common practice of recycling set an example for 
their peers to follow. 

In every classroom, boxes for recycling were 
placed so that it was fairly easy to recycle used 
paper. Also, aluminum can receptacles were placed 
in the halls at major intersections to recycle cans.

"I wish the student body would be more com- 
pliant with the rules that go along with recycling.

"As amember of the executive board, 
I try very hard to participate in Project Earth. The 
work can be monotonous at times, but in the end, 
someone has to do it,” said Jessica Reimert. 

With the heightened problem of a declining 
environment, recycling continued to be a top pri- 
ority of the SCA. It worked hard to get the student 
body involved in such an 
everybody. 

Even though the obstacle of little student par- 
ticipation increased , the SCA was still able to do 
its best to make the recycling program very suc- 
cessful. "If everybody would take the initiative to 
go out of their way to recycle, saving the earth 
would not be such a difficult task," said Wendy. 
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In a society of fast food and lack of exercise, 
it was no surprise that the majority of Americans 
were in poor physical health. However, some 
students and faculty members found time to main- 
tain their physical and mental well being.

Many students exercised on a regular basis 
even if they hada tight schedule. "I try to jog 
three miles around my neighborhood at least 
three times a week. Jogging is the easiest way for 
me to exercise even if I don't have much time," said 
Susan Snyder. 

Along with caring for physical health came 
mental health, with such practices as meditation 
and yoga. A few students experimented with 
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While athletes worked out to improve 
their play, many students exercised to 
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Transcendental Meditation of Indian origin and 
found that it improved their well-being. De- 
signed to lower breathing rate and heart rate, the 
immediate effects of this process were to calm and 
relieve tension. 

However, the long term effects are astounding; 
they include lower blood pressure, lower heart 
rate, and lower breathing rate, as well as a slowed 
effect on aging. 

Hatna Yoga is beneficial both physically and 
mentally. It promotes flexibility, strength, and 
balance physically, and has the same effects as TM 
mentally. 

Meg Bartelt, a regular participant in both TM 
and Yoga, said, "The sensational calm you get 
after a session is incredible, and the long term 
advantages are a plus for continuing." 

Taking time out to enjoy the effects of sound 
physical and mental health proved rewarding. 
Most students found that even if they had to 
rearrange their schedules, exercise was one of the 
most important factors in physical fitness.

Developing good study habits was key in achiev- 
ing academic success. Students benefitted from 
paying attention in class, taking good notes, and 
completing homework assignments.
